The “Good Old Days” 
Are Only A Memory 


Were those really ‘“The Good 
Old Days?’’ 

When you worked 24-hour days, 
with one whole day off in six? 

When the pay was $18 a week? 

Fire Lt. Albert Cole philosphi- 
cally shrugged ‘‘What could you 
do? You had to live and eat. At 
least you knew where the money 
was coming from every week’’, 

This week, as he went into his 
40th year with the Andover Fire 
Department, Cole reflected a little 
on the changes time has accom- 
plished — not only in hours and 
wages, but in manpower and 
equipment. 

For when Lt. Cole went to work 
for the town, June 9, 1919, there 
was one truck and a pair of 
horses. 

The crew numbered four — three 
on, one rotating to cover days 
off. And the schedule? Five 24- 
hour days, then a full day off. 
And the pay? All of $18 weekly, 
but every week. 

And that, Cole recalled, was 
a mighty important factor in those 
days. For when he went to work 
for the town, T'yer Rubber Co. 
was working four and sometimes 
three days a week — making it 
pretty tough to make ends meet. 
“IT was standing on the corner on 
one of those extra days off’’, he 
remembered, ‘‘when Capt. Lester 
H. Hilton asked me if I wanted to 
work for the department. I said 
sure and went to work’’ 

Charles Hill was chief then and 


Capt. Hilton — the only per- 
manent captain in the regular force 
then and since — was one of the 


full-time men John Collins and 
William Baker, with Cole added, 
brought the crew to four. Hilton, 
the father of present Chief H. 
Lester Hilton, later was appointed 
deputy chief. It was that same 


year, 1924, that Cole was ap- 


pointed lieutenant. 

The job wasn’t quite so bad by 
that time, for the town’ had 
added four men and approved two 
shifts. The men worked two 10- 
hour days, followed by a 24-hour 
day. Then they had a day off. 


Horses Still Used 

Looking back on the early days 
of his career with the depart- 
ment, Colé remembered how the 
one remaining pair of horses was 
used for watering down the streets, 
or were harnessed to the dump 
trucks doing street work. And 
when the fire whistle blew, the 
drivers would hustle them back to 
the station to make the run. Some- 
times they’d leave the dump cart 
where it stood and ride in bare- 
back; sometimes they’d jettison 
their water cargo and race back, 
pulling the empty watering cart. 

And occasionally, if the fire 
seemed to demand it, an extra 
pair of horses was quickly ob- 
tained from a neighboring stable, 
to pull one of the three- horse: 
drawn pieces of equipment. 

The old steamer was one, Cole 
remembered how Ira Buxton, then 
a call man, would fire up the boiler 
as the steamer left the station 
and have 40 pounds pressure built 
up by the time the equipment was 
passing T'yer Rubber Co. 

Buxton is the only man now 
living, with the excepticn of 
former Chief Hill, who worked on 
the department, as a call man or 
regalar, when Cole first started 
there. Chiefs Emerson and Buchan, 
under whom he also worked, are 
both gone. 


Took Their Lunch 

Back in those early days, the 
department escaped one tiresome 
job it now must do. 

Grass and brush fires were the 
responsibility of the tree warden, 
Cole explained. When one was 
reported, someone would locate 
the warden; he’d take a wagon and 
scout up a group of men to go fire- 
fighting. They’d all go home, get 
their lunches and take off. 


“Sometimes they’d be out there 
days at a time’’, Cole commented. 
“We'd take their meals out and 
provide what help we could.’’ 


Small gallon and a half tanks 
were in use in those days, using 
water, soda and an acid. When 
there was water somewhere near, 
the men would keep on the run 
Spraying the chemicals on the 
fire, scuttling back to the wagon 
to get more soda and acid, then to 
the water hole or well — possibly 
a hydrant — to fill up with water. 

““They were all right on grass 
fires’’, Cole said, ‘**but no good 
in the woods, There it was shovels 
and hand equipment’’, 


Lauded for Work 

As time went by, the 
took over ambulance duty lrom the 
police department. And Cole was 
assigned to that detail for 19 
years. The first ambulance was a , 
Studebaker, he recalled. But that 
appeared to be considerable

Cole said had jump seats that 
folded down to make room for a 
stretcher. 

“*Sure, I saw lots of accidents, , 
Sometimes the people were in- 
jured, sometimes dead. [ut none 
of it bothered me too much. You 
can’t let it bother you. It was the 
kids that were hard, hurt or Sick 
and they couldn’t tell you about 
ities 

It was during this tour of duty 
on the ambulance detail that the 
following short news item appeared 
in a newspaper — date unknown: 
“Lieutenant Albert Cole of the 
Andover Fire Department has won 
much deserved praise by the 
manner in which he has handled 
accident cases while assigned to 
the town ambulance during the 
past seven years. He was one of 
the firemen who took the first aid 
course and his knowledge of what 
to do in an emergency has been 
invaluable and numerous occasions. 
An outstanding example of that 
fact was furnished in a recent 
Shawsheen Village automobile 
accident, when a lawrence man 
received serious head cuts. Tem- 
porary treatment to staunch the 
flow of blood, given under Lt, 
Cole’s directions, was so effec- 
tive that it was heartily approved 
by the doctors upon arrival at one 
of the local hospitals. It was one 
of numerous cases when his ability 
has worked out to good ad- 
vantage.”’ 

Fire Prevention 

For the past 14 years, Lt. Cole 
has been assigned to fire preven- 
tion and inspections, working 
under the chief. He’s the man who 
inspects oil burners, is called in 
to assure safe handling of dyna- 
mite, who inspects dwellings when 
there is a suspicious gas leak and j 
assorted work of that nature. 

During this time, he hasn’t had 
to answer alarms so much. [ut in 
the days before that, he was in 
the midst of all the town’s [ire- 
fighting activity — whether it was 
a small blaze or a conflagration.

Outranked by Sons 

Maybe it’s a good thing he 
doesn’t have to answer alarms 
these days. For two of his sons, 
Albert Jr. and John are deputy fire 
chiefs, outranking their dad, An- 
other son, Edward, didn’t follow 
in the family footsteps and works 
in Lawrence. 

Going back over the 39 years 
from the days when firefightin 
methods and facilities were s' 
different from today, Cole allowed 
that times were pretty rough. Jhé 
work was hackbreaking when tt 
came to lugging shovels and hand 
tools inte the woods to fight fire; 
and what we think of today as ne- 
cessary equipment wasn’t even 
thought of then. 

“But it’s all we had to work , 
with — it’s all anyone knew any- f 
thing about’’, he stated. ° We 
thought it was good, at the time a 
and it was as good as anytiil 
anyone had.”’ 

‘Ten years from now 
probably have something different 
But in the same way, what we hayé 
here is good now.”’
